Macon, Ga, August 10. — [Special.!—Jim 
Moore’s case grows blacker and blacker every 
day. When your correspondent first reported 
the matter, bat little was being said about it, 
and most people thought it was bat another 
added to the list of ordinary escapades that are 
all too common where houses of assignation, 
@ourish and vile procuresses go anpunished, 
as is the case in the lower life of most large 
cities, 

Your correspondent, however, was satisfied 
that a damnable crime had been committed 
from the beginning, and his opinion is corrob- 
erated by

which tend to fasten around the criminala 
crime of the blackest dye. | 

Mr. Laney took the unfortunate Mamie 
Little to his home, yesterday, and the poor 
girl, who had suffered such mental anguish 
and bedily agouy as to become dulled anid in- 
sensible to her sufferings, was so wrought upon 
by words of kindness and acts of sympathy, 
that she opened the floodgates of her broken 
heart and breathed into the ear af her bene- 
factress atale of dark horrors, unrivaled in 
the criminal annals of this city.

Sarah Eyinson corroborates a part of the 
stor’ in so far as she was kept by him ia the 
room for half an hour, and thatthe girl wept 
bitterly and bemoaned her sad fate. 

She says now that she has no heart. 

“MY FUTURE IS BLASTED 
aud I am forever lost. I donot want to go 
anywhere, but prefer to be alone with my sor- 
row.” 

After hearing these statements, Chief Wiley 
sent for a hack, and placing chains on Moore's 
wrists, he sent a detail of four men ~who 
guarded Moore until he was safely locked in 
the county jail. He then changed his war- 
rant from ‘‘an attemptto rape’ to “commit- 
ting @ rape.”’ 

When Colone] Wiley approached Moore in 
bie cell he said: ‘Moore, you want to pay your 
fine, and the city needs the money. But you 
bad better send the fifty dollars to your poor 
wife and children, for they need it. I am 
xoing to have you taken to ja‘] for rape.” 

“Huwph!” ejaculated Moore, half smiling, 
‘that gir) made some mistake.” 

He afterwards *siscu a max to give him a 
pisto! and Le would end the matter, ana after- 
wai‘s, when the officers were taking him to 
jail, he asked one of them for @ pistol, saying 
he would end all the trouble. ‘As he entered 
the jail he remarked: “Well, boys, I reckon 
you will never see me on the grit again, Send 
for my wife.”’ . 

& He evidently fully realizes the dreadful 
enormity of his crime. 

PUBLIC FEELING 

is very strong against the prisoner,and excited 
groups of men discussed the matter as the ru- 
mor spread over the city. Threats of lynching 
and imprecations on the head of the criminal 
were heard on every hand, and could the peo- 
ple have gotten their hands on him when the 
eXcitement was at its hight, he would prob- 
ably have been summarily dealt with. Cooler 
counsels prevailed, however, and our clear 
headed chief of police was as vigilant as he 
usually is, and any attempt at mob violence 
would have been met witha firm resistance 
from the authorities. 

Sarah Robinson and Jane Kendrick have 
both been locked up, and their evidence will 
be forthcoming at the proper time. No prelim- 
ipary trial will be had just at present.

THE SUMMER MEETING HELD IN 
CARTERSVILLE. 


An Enthusiastic Meeting of the State Africaltura! 
Society in Cartersville -Bome Important Agri- 
cultural Topics Taken Up and Discusesd 
~General Notes of the Mesting. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., August 10,.—[Special,]— 
The snmmer meeting of the Georgia State 
Agricnitural society began here at ten o'clock 
this morning, in the pretty little opera. 
house, 

Presidcut L. F. Livingston is presidiag, Sac- 
retary Grier isin his accustomed place, and 
the other officers of the society, including the 
executive committee, are all present. 

The preliminary session was opened with 
prayer by Rev. Mr. Daniel, pastor of the Bap- 


tist church at Griffin. 

The address of welcome to the town was de. 
livered by Hon. T. Warren Aiken. He said it 
was his pleasure to welcome the farmers of 
Georgia to Cartersville, the storm center 
of the glorious old seventh and; the nest of 
liberty among the red hills. [Applause.] 

“We are glad to see you,” he continued, 
“The chickens upon a thousaud roosts are 
yours. We are anxious to hear you discuss 
the bams we get from the northwest, the 
sugar we get from the southwest, and other 
articles we get from the several other points 
of the compass.” 

Mr. Aiken then paid a tribute to the county 

-of Bartow, closing by eloquently introducing 
Dr. W. H. Felton. e did not fail, in the in- 
troduction, tostrike a small blow at the organ- 
ized , democrats,and called Dr. Felton, ,“the 
cyclonic terror of the seventh.” 

Dr. Felton arose amid applause. He ex- 
pressed pleasure in welcoming the farmers 
to the county of Bartow. He declared that 
the homes of the people were open, and 
the farmers would be warmly welcomed in all 
ofthem. He paid tribute to the agricultaral 
society, and spoke forcibly and eloquently of 
the farming class. He referred to the fact 
that the society was meeting for the first time 
in the county of Mark A, Cooper and Charles 
Wallace Howard. The address, about forty 
minutes in length, was in good taste, and full 
of valmable suggestions. It was repeatedly in- 
terrupted by applause.

ADDRESSES AND DISCUSSIONS, 

President Livingston introduced Dr. A. 
Oemler, of Savannah, who delivered an ad- 
dress on “Fertility and Manuring.” It was re- 
ceiyed with greatfavor. Dr.Oemler had evi- 
dently given much thought to his subject, for 
the address was avery valuable contri- 
bution to agricuitural lore. It will appearin 
the printed proceedings of the society. 

A letter from Mr. John R. Gramling, of At- 
Janta, was read as information. I[t contained 
a proposition looking to the permanent loca- 
tion of the state fair in Atlanta. 

A similar communication was read from Mr. 
S. B. Price, mayor of Macon, suggesting the 
permanent location of the fair in that city. 

A telegram from Hon. J. B. Felder, mayor 
of Americus, was read, inviting the society to 
hold its next meeting in that city. 

President Livingston introduced General 
Wm. Phillips, of the county of Cobb, who de- 
livered an address on the subject: ‘Does 
Farming Pay in Georgia? If Not, Why Not?” 
The speaker explained that he understood his 
subject to mean: ‘‘Does farming in Georgia pay 
That is: ‘Does farming in 

Georgia pay the farmers as a body?” He 
showed how many classes of 
farmers there are, and then _ said 
that he would confine his inquiries to white 
farmers. Some of these, he said, farming 
‘pays; others it does not. He then proceeded 
todeliver an eloquent address, pointing out

GREENSEBORO, Ga., August 10 —[Special.]—

& wonderful history, dating back 
to the time when the red 
men roamed at will through the forests of 
upper middle Georgia. The pulpit has been 
filed by some of the leading minds in the 
country, men of great power and eloquence, 

The people of the vicinity are making ex- 
tensive preparations for the entertainment of 
the great crowd whichis expected. Delegates 
end visitors will be present from all parts of 
tbe state and from other states. These will 
ailbe received with open arms and open 
hearts and open doors. Itis very desirable, 
however, that visitors from abroad 
leave home s0 as to reach Union 
Point by the noon train. Ths will 
prove @ great convenience to the people, and 
will obviate the necessity of lying over for a 
nightat Union Point. Conveyances will be 
atthe railroad to meet visitors and convey 
them to their temporary homes. But it will 
be too great a tax upon these country people 
to require them to meetthe afternoon fast 
mail train, which arrives about six o'clock, 
then totravel six or eight miles to their 
homes, and thence to the church for the night 
ser Vices.

Colonel J. N. Gilmore, of Washington coun- 
ty, has a small lot about aR Neperyir) an acre 
set in lucerne, that he has cut the third time 
this season. The last time it was mowed he 
saved 1,500 pounds from it. This would be at 
the rate of 6,000 pounds per acre, and would 
bring at least, at seventy-five cents per cwt, 
S15, and if the other mowings were only half 
as large it would net $90 per acre, which far 
exceeds in value the yield of cotton per acre. 

The Valdosta Times says that ‘‘the tax books 
have been footed up and closed, and the result 
forwarded tothe comptroller. The footings 
show a net increase over last year of $170,483, 
and a net increase of $664,109 over 1881—fige 
years. If anything farther was needed to es- 
tablish the fact that Lowndes county is one of 
the most prosperous counties in Georgia, that 
Valdosta is the growing town of this end of 
the state, these figures do it. If anybody 
doubts let them examine the books for them- 
selves, but a look at the town and through the 
counly is sufficient.

Griffin News: On Thursday last Mr, J. A. 
Wicker, who is superintending the building of 
Major H.O. Wood’s house, had occasion to 
discharge from his employ a negro by the name 
of Wm. Ritch, who liyes in Fayette county, 
and settled with him in full. Yesterday at 
noon he appeared at Major Wood’s place and 
attempted to carry off a water bucket that the 
men drank water from. Wicker at once order- 
ed him to leave the bucket alone and make 
himself scarce, which he refused to do, when 
Mr. Wicker told him that he would have him 
put off. The negro became enraged and 
grabbed a 6x4 scantling and attempted to hit 
Mr. Wicker, but was prevented from doing so: 
whereupon he jerked his knife out and cut 
him on the back of the head and also on the 
right side, inflicting a fearful and serions 
wound.

The Columbus Sun gives an interesting re- 


* sume of the resources of the city as follows: 


The progress of Columbus industries have 
grown proverbial. Our people don’t make 
any fuss about it, but Columbus has the proud 
distinction of being the scene of the very last 
battle foughtin the war between the states. 
On April 16th, 1865, the battle took place just 
across the river. The federals won and ob- 
tained full possession of the city, the next day 
burned 60,000 bales of cotton, valued in New 
York at $1.22 per pound, and every industry 
of the seccnd manufacturing city in the seuth 
was destroyed, except two flouring mills. The 
plea of General Wilson, the officer in command 
of the raid, was that of the robber—military 
necessity. General Lee surrendered April 
‘th and General Johnston surrendered on 
April 26th of the same year. Let us see 
for a moment what we have. Starting with 
nothing in 1865, our textile manufacw- 
ries alone make products to the amount of 
$2,160,665 annually. They pay to the opera- 
tives $536,519 each year in wages. They give 
employment to more than 3,000 people, and 
have an investment of $3,896,338 capital stock. 
There was a small concern some people called 
iron works at the clese of the war, but now 
we refer to the fact with much pride that Co- 
lumbus has the largest iron works south of 
Richmond, What has the figures to say upon 
this subject? There is an investment of $152,- 
000 in iron manufacturing, and the annual 
value of the products is $576,920. These in- 
stitutions distribute yearly $145,824 in wages 
to the employes. In flouring and grist mills 
there is an investment of $195,000, with a 
product of abouta half million dollars, and 
various other industries which swell the ag- 
gregate to an investment of. $5,354,109, and 
show a product valued at $4,141,630. 
We avnually use raw material 
to the amount of $2,445,709, From 
that we have products valued at $4,151,639, 
or an excess of $1,630,359. After paying out 
$949,508 -in the cost of production, there is 
still an excets of $670,551 in the treasury of 
our peying institutions. Mr. John Blackmar, 
the broker and rea) estate agent, recently sold 
$6,000 city of Columbus 5 per éent bonds at 
103. This is as good as the state of Georgia 
can do, for at this price they pay almost the 
same asthe new Georgia 4? per eent thirty 
year bonds, as the state bonds are non taxable 
and the city bonds pay state and county tax 
six-tenths of one per cent, Colambusis now 
a city of suburban villages, and within two 
miles of the courthouse there are at least 
25,000 inhabitants. The mountain range 
of eastern North America terminates 
bere.

It is a wise provision in the creation of 
this world that truth is eternal; and it is a 
wise saying, that a liar ought always to 
have a good memory—and we might add, 
sound discretion. But it is better for the 
people as it is, for it renders all these mis- 
statements and willful perversions of the 
truth totally harmless, ifthe fact is recog- 
nized that any man has the right to run 
for office that wants to; that the people have 
the right to select whom they want, and 
have a tight, if they please, to disregard 
standing candidates; that no ring or clique 
can dispose of, or will be permitted to dis- 
pose of, any office; that men may differ 
about whe should be appointed to office, or 
even who is elected to office, and yet be 
honest, and ready to rally at any time to- 
gether—and in gangs if need be—when the 
common enemy endangers the safety of the 
state or the good order, peace and dignity 
of the same. 

This is the kind of ring THE CoNSTITU- 
TION represents, and we are gratified that 
our bitterest enemies have to resort entirely 
to misrepresentation to rent our arguments, 
and that they have short =emories and bad 
judgment. Sensible people who read can 
see that we have not over-drawn the picture. 

One word of advice to our enemies—and 
we may add with becoming modesty, the 
enemies of the people—when you lie, be 
consistent, be careful, be moderate, be con- 
siderate, and above all things, don’t be 
selfish, 
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An Answer to An Ol¢ Charge. 

The Boston Advertiser calls attention to 
the fact that ihe general business depres- 
81Sh so severely felt north and west hardly 
touched the south. It admits that the 
southern states are on the road to prosper- 
ity, and does not deny that northern capi- 
tal and enterprise will find their most 
promising fields in this region. 

Still, the Advertiser throws in a few dis- 
couraging words. It says that the south’s 
great drawback is. “‘the intolerant temper 
of the people, the arrogant provincialism 
that frowns upon independent opinion, and 
visits the penalty of social ostracism upon 
the minority.’’ 

It is well not only to see ourselves as 
others see us, but to make an honest inves- 
tigation of these charges with a view to as- 
certaining their truth or falsity. We have 
found an ‘‘intolerant temper’? here in 
spots, just as we have found it north and 
west. Sometimes we have detected among 
our people that undue local pride which our 
contemporary calls an “‘arrogant provincial- 
ism,’’ but not more of it than has come un- 
der our observation in NewEnland and in the 
west. These unpleasant features are con- 
fined here, as elsewhere, toa few peculiar 
people living in peculiar districts as yet un- 
touched by the tide of travel and traffic. 

The democratic solidity of the south has 
kept her in a good humor. A stray republi- 
can no long excites resentment or even in- 
terest, and our old soldiers have, since the 
war, exchanged so many fraternal greetings 
with those who fought on the other side, 
that they no longer keep alive the preja- 
dices of the dead past. Another thing, too, 
should be borne in mind. Politics, society 
and business are dominated by the younger 
generation. This younger element has 
nothing distinctively sectional in its make- 
up. Its ideas, dress, customs and language 
are not southern, but American. 

The northern immigrant who comes south 
will find people very much resembling 
those he left behind*-him. Southerners who 

find his companionship congenial will form 
friendships with him, and the same virtues 
which made him respected at home will 
make him respected here. If, however, he 
shows an ‘intolerant temper’? or au “‘atro- 
gant provincialism”’ he will be quietly let 
alone by the southerners, just as asouth- 
erner of that type would be avoided if he 
made himself offensive ina northern com- 
munity. The editor of the Advertiser has 
only to take atrip through the south to be 
convinced that we have fairly and candidly 
summarized the situation. 


Utterly Absurd. 

The borthern republicans pretend to see 
in every movement of the administration a 
purpose to curry favor with the south. The 
state department’s patience with the Cana- 
dian outrages upon our fishermen, and its 
vigorous policy towards Mexico, they say 
can be accounted for in this way. 

To encourage this altogether mistaken 
impression, a correspondent in New Orleans 
writes to the Chicago Inter-Ocean that the 
present trouble with Mexico is only the be- 
ginning of the coming revolution. He says 
that leading southerners have for years been 
devoted to the work of annexing the north- 
ern part of Mexico tothe union, with the 
intention of forming several new states, 
which will then be under the control of the 
democratic party. The correspondent al- 
leges that agents have been actively and se- 
cretly at work a long time, and they believe 
that the hour for the consummation of their 
designs is at band. 

It would be diflicult to imagine anything 
more ridiculous than this stuff, and yet it 
will go down with possibly the majority of 
northern readerr. There wasa time when 
a stropg southern sentiment favored the ex- 
tension of our territory southward, but that 
was in the old slavery days. Under the 
conditions now existing the south sees noth- 
ing to be gained by the annexation of any 
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| part of Mexico, We have no “peculiar in- 
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stitution’ to carry into the new states, and 
we have no carpetbagger element to go down 
there to mix with the half-breeds while the 
farce of reconstruction is going on. 

The south desires to see American citizen- 
ship duly protected, whether in Canadian 
waters or beyond the Rio Grande, but she 
indulges in no idle dreams of conquest and 
annexation. Further territorial expansion 
will doubtless come in the course of time, 
but no special benefit from it can accrue to 
the sonth as a section. 


On to Hawkinsville. 

The Atlanta and Hawkinsville railroad 
company met in Atlanta yesterday and or- 
ganized by electing the following officers: 
Jobn M. Dunn, president; Aaron Haas, vice 
president; R. J. Lowry, treasurer; J. K. 
Brunner, secretary, and Henry L, Collier, 
chief engineer. 

The road is now considered a certainty. 
The gentlemen who have been prominent as 
managers of the enterprise have never waver- 
edin their determination to build the line, 
and have made steady progress from the 
first. 

It has been expected that Atlanta would 
subscribe $50,000, te be supplemented by 
$100,000 to be raised along the line and at 
Hawkinsville. Although the dull season has 
been upon us $36,000 has been subscribed, 
leaving only $14,000 of Atlanta’s share to be 
raised. That narrow gap ought to be filled 
up ina day. 

The $36,000 already subscribed by Atlanta 
was raised with very slight effort. The soon- 
er Atlanta subscribes the rest of her share 
the sooner the work will be started and the 
sooner the city will begin to receive the ben- 
efits that will accrue from the road. About 
$125,000 is now in sight, including what At- 
lanta has subscribed, and negotiations will 
be started for the construction of the road as 
soon as $150,000 is subscribed. So it will be 
seen the Atlanta and Hawkinsville is a thing 
of the near future. 

Mr. Henry L. Collier, who surveyed the 
route, says the road will pass through a hun- 
dred and twenty-five miles of as good coun- 
try as is traversed by any road in the state. 
The country is populous and prosperous, and 
will be a rich field for Atlanta to aid in de- 
veloping.

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Not Dead Yet. 

General Benjamin F. Butler apparently 
has more lives than acat. In the course of 
his long public life he has said and done 
things that would have consigned any other 
man to merited oblivion as well as obloquy, 
but this old war horse seems to come out of 
each difficulty braced up for another tussle. 

It is now on the cards that the general will 
disturb Massachusetts politics by running 
for congress this year. He will run in a re- 
publican district where the odds are heavily 
against him, but he has all his old time con- 
fidence in his luck, pluck and audacity. 

The general has a variegated political re- 
cord. Before the war he was a Breckinridge 
democrat. After serving through the war as 
a union general he came to the front as a re- 
publican politician. Later he figured asa 
greenbacker, labor reformer, woman suffrag- 
ist, etc. He bears the weightof his sixty-eight 
years lightly, and if he enters the campaign 
there is no doubt about his ability to make 
it lively. What his platform will be is not 
yet known. He has been onall sides of all 
questions, and it is safe to predict that he 
will at the proper time spring some new 
issue, and bother his opponents not a little.

THIs is an interesting period for the star 
gazers. If one will go out at nine o’clock at 
night in the middle of this month he will be 
able to see directly overhead one of 
of the most interesting stars in 
the heavens. It is the cele- 
brated Vega inthe constellation of the Lyre, 
and shines with a wonderful brightness, al- 
though it is the merest speck in the distance, 
Vega is a sun many times greater and more 
brilliant than the great orb which lights the 
earth, and is so far away that a cannon ball, 
if it did not slacken its speed, could not go 
from the earth to Vega in ten million years. 
A sunbeam, traveling at the rate of 285,000 
miles per second, would be eighteen years in 
reaching Vega. A New York man writing 
about Vegain the New York San proposes an 
imaginary trip to the far away star. Once be- 
yond the confines of earthly atmospher 
the traveler would be assailed by the bitter 
eoldness of space where the temperature is 
equal to two or three hundred degrees below 
zero. The writer says: # 


A thing that helps to distract our attention from 
the cold is the strange appearance of the sky and 
thesun. The beautiful blue ofthe firmament to 
which.we were accustomed has changed to the 
blackest black, and although the sun ts bheaine in 
unclouded splendor the stars are all out. We never 
saw 8O many stars before in our lives. Thousaads 
of twinklers that were absolutely invisible through 
the murky atmosphere of the earth here fill the eye 
with their piercing rays. And the sun is aj won- 
derful spectacle. Ali around it appear those 
marvellous! beautiful banners of light 
which, with comparative fairness, we have 
seen surrounding it during an _ eclipse 
upon the earth. It is the absence of an atmo: 
phere diffusing the light which causes the stars 
and the coronal streamers of the snn to be thus 
visible tous. We notice a very singular effect of 
this absence of the air. If we hold our hat up in 
the sun and put our hand in its shadow, the hand 
completely disappears as if annihilated. The 
shadow isso black that nothing can be seen in it, 
After the first surprise to the eye is over, however, 
a little attention shows us the hidden hand like a 
spectre rendered faintly visible by the light of the 
stars, Indeed, we appear to ourselves only half 
men, the side of our bodies that isin shadow being 
in like manner invisible. 

Before we get too faraway we must take a look 
back at the earth we are leaving—hanging there a 
fine big bali, with the sunbeams glinting from the 
surface of theocean as from a distant window 
pane, and the rest of the receding globe diversified 
with the colors of the continents andthe white 
snow fields of the polar regions, 

And now we are out in the great deep of space 
with the sun rapidly dwindlingtoa star behind 
us a8 we swiftly Increase our distance, and Vega 
every moment showing more Clearly its superion ity 
over its shining neighbors as we approach,

conduct in every office he has ever held. When 
he came on to be inaugurated I heard-a gentleman 
who had been with him frequently since bis ele

any degree elated over his dazzling siccess, It 
was a severer test to bis good sense than the most 
crushing defeat could hav e been, and he bore f 
with remarkable equanimity. 

The friend of tha president to whom | allude 
told me that the man who wass0 soon to aeume 
the highest office in the world seemed to entertain 
but one feeling in anticipation of it; that was ¢ 
deep sense of its responsibilities and a wholesome 
apprehension of the strain to which it would sqp. 

Themen is not laczing in enthusiasm, 
but he keeps it weil Covered beneath a «teady ang 
serene demeanor. He doubtless conserves its force 
by applying it all to the springs of action, instega 
of wasting it in explosive demonstration. 

Think of the pyrotechnics with which Blaing 
would have illumined and besputtered his way tg 
the white house. A wider difference in charac. 
teristicsand methods probably never «eparatea 
two candidates for the presidency. 


By these who know him best Mr. Clevelangs 
apparent exaltation of his office is not interpreteg 
into an effort at self agrandizement or into a mere 
assertion of power, They regard it as a compli. 
ance with what he considers the requirement of 
his official! posiiion, as the tribute he is paying to 
the office, which, filled today by one man and to. 
morrow by another, must remain always one of 
the integral functions of our complex government, 
Mr. Cleveiand hasa veneration for the tradj. 
tions of the presidency and cherishes the determi. 
nation that not by him shall it fal) in any de 
gree from the high sphere which it fillg 
in the organic structure of onr 
government. Since the people have chosen him 
to be president he means to carry out his part of 
the contract to the letter. 


His successful contest with the senate as to the 
relative rights ofthe appointing and confirming 
power will become historic. He has settled for all 
his successors a question which, notwithstanding 
all the alleged precedents produced in the recent 
debate, was never clearly determined before. No 
future senate will attempt to pry into a president’s 
private correspondence. p 


At the close of the present session President 
Cleveland adopted a plan in reference to signing 
bills which is more seemly both for congress and 
the president than the usage of his immediate 
predecessors. It has been the habit of presidents 
for some years back to go to the capito! on the 


last day of the session and there to sign bills 


as they were rushed into him hot from the clerk's 
desk. Several weeks ago President Cleveland 
gave notice to prominent members of both houses 
that he would not cume to the capitol during the 
closing hours of the session, but would remaiz 
in the executive office and receive bills ‘in ithe 
regular way; that he would tign no bill until he 
had read every word of it and had understood its 
provisions thoroughly. As a result of this cone 
duct on the part of the president congress never 
closed up its business in a cleaner or more orderly 
way. The wonted rush and confusion, the hasty 
approval of bills full of errata, and the unbecom- 
ing haste in passing the great appropriation bills 
have been entirely unknown. 


The assertion of this presidentia! prerogative 
will Lave the effect of making legislation safer 
and more orderly. It will make the work of con- 
gress steady instead of spasmodic, as it too often 
has been. There is no reason why most of the ap- 
propriation bills cannot be gotten out of the way 
in the middle of the session, to avoid the confu- 
sfon aud danger which is inevitable when they are 
ali rushed through in the last day.or two, often 
doctored in conference committees and submitted 
to the two howses, accompanied by hieroglyphic 
conference reports which are gulped down whole 
in despair of an intelligent explanation. Hereaf- 
ter more expedition and less haste may be expect- 
ed in this sort of legislation. 


Mr. Cleveland will be known to posterity as the 
“veto president,’’ He has vetoed ninety- ne bills of 
the house and forty-six of the senate, more by far 
than ail his predecessors tombined. The 
great bulk of these vetoes have been on bad pel- 
sion cases, of Course, but proposed public buildings 
in small cities have suffered heayily also, and the 
entire list extends to almost every species of legis- 
lation. 


The quickest timeon record for the passage of @ 
bill was made when General Grant was placed on 
the retired list of the army. The clock in the 
house of representatives marked twenty minutes 
to twelve on the morning of the 4th of March, 
1885, In twenty minutes the forty eighth 
congress would be no more Every- 
thing was in confusion atthe capitol in aaticipa- 
tion of the inaugnration of Mr. Cleveland. The 
house had been ip a storm for an hour over & con- 
tested election case. In such a scene, Mr. Randall 
rose, and in his clear voice moved that the bil! re- 
tiring General Grant be taken up. Many <demo- 
crats, chief among whom was General Kosecrans, 
then a member from California, had opposed the 
bill at every stage, and had defeated ittime and 
again. Mr.*Randall ‘spoke effectively for three 
minutes, appealing to the democrats to pass the 
bill. It went through the house with one <issezi 
ing vote. It was then less than aquarter to twelve. 
In five minutes the bill had passed the senate. It 
was instantly signed by the speaker 
and president of the senate and 
President Arthur, who was just outside 
the door of the senate, dashed his name across its 
bottom line. As his secretary rushed into the 
senate to announce the approval of the bill he 
brought the nomination of General Grant to fill 
the vacancy on the retired list crea-ed by the act. 
On motion of Senator Ingails the nomination was 
confirmed without going into executive session « 
As the confirmation was announced by the presi- 
dent of the senate, the gilded hands on the clock 
in front of him stood at high noop, and “rover 
Cleveland walked in the door to be inaugurated a8 
president of the United States. 

Of course this remarkable expedition would not 
have been possible if everything had not been 12 
readiness to push the bill through.

SPRING WHEAT. 


Report of the Department of Agriculture on 
Grain Crops. 
WASHINGTON, August 10.—The spring wheat 
returns of the department of agriculture for 
August ist, shows an improvement in the con- 
dition of crops in Iowa, a small decline in Wis- 
consin and Nebraska, and a heavy reduction in 
Dakota, The causes of the deterioration are 
drouth and chinch bugs. The heat has been 
excessive in many districts that have produced 
a fair yield notwithstanding. The harvest is 
two weeks earlier than usual, and the quality 
is unusually good except in sections where a 
heavy loss from blight has occurred, The gen- 
eral average of the condition is reduced from 
&32to 80.1. Atthe time of the harvest last 
year the average was 86. Part of the loss last 
season occuired after August Ist. As the present 
harvest is nearly over improving by meterologi- 
cal conditions the final estimate cannot be much 
further reduced. Thepresent average is 97 for 
Iowa instead of 90 last month. No less than 
25 counties, each producing from 200,000 to 
1,000,000 bushels, report the condition at 100 
orover. In Minnesota there is an increase 
from 78 to80. The reduction in Wisconsin is 
from 75 to 72, in Nebraska from 83 to 82, and 
in Dakota from 85 to 62. Winter wheat pre- 
viously harvested not reported this month. 
There has been a heavy decline in the condi- 
tion of corn sincg the first of July. The aver- 
age. which was then 95, is reduced to 81. The 
heaviest decline isin Illinois, Wisconsin and 
states west of the Mississippi. In the eastern 
and middle states the condition is well main- 
tained. It indicates the crop not exceeding 22 
bushels per acre, though the future condition 
may increase or decrease the ultimate yield. 
The average of spring rye is 88. There has been 
no material decline in oats, the average 
being 87. Barley has maintained its condition 
and nearly average crop; the condition of 
buckwheat averages 94, tobacco 82, potatoes 
&8. Ouragentin London cables today that 
the European harvest will be 10 per cent less 
than last year; France below 100,000,000 hec- 
tolites; Italy 51; England 10 per cent reduc- 
tion in the rate of yield on reduced area. The 
cotton crop has suffered from wet weather in 
all the states east of Mississippi and Louisiaua; 
the average condition has been reduced from 
86 to 81; Virginia. 75; North Carolina, 74; 
South Carolina, 67; Georgia, 89; Florida, 86 
Alabama, 77; Mississippi, 70; Tennessee, ‘5. 
There has been a slight advance in Arkansas 
The decline is heavy in the Carolinas. 


SOUTH CAROLINA CROPS. 


The Caterpillar Reported as Being at Work 
on Them. 

CoLuMBIA, 8, C., August 10.—[Special.]— 
The department of agriculture has received 
257 special reports, covering every county in 
the state, on the condition of the crops, and 
furnishes the following summary. 

Cotton.—The reports, with few exceptions, 
are unfavorable. The correspondents gener- 
ally concur in the opinion thata larger yield 
than is now anticipated will be realized if the 
fallis late. The condition on the first of Au 
gust is, in upper Carolina, 62; middle Carolina 
66; lower Carolina 73; average for the state 67. 

Corn.—Jn many places the crop on bottoms 
was totally destroyed by the spring floods,and 
only a part of these was replanted. The con- 
dition is reported in upper Carolina at 65, in 
middle Carolina 74, lower Carolina 83, Aver- 
age for the state, 74. 

Rice.—The condition is generally favorable, 
except where it has been injured by the fresh- 
ets. One-half the cropis estimated as de- 
stroyed in Georgetown, andthe condition is 
reported at 84, 

Other crops.—Sorghum 85, sugar cane 89, 
peas 80, Irish ‘potatoes 91 and sweet potatoes 
91. Itis reported that caterpillars have at- 
tacked the growing plants in several counties, 
and are doing much destructive work.

Reynolds, the half married young gentleman 
and lady, of whose romantic runaway I have 
just read?” asked a well known Atlanta lady 
at Durand’s restaurant yesterday. 

“Don’t know,” answered a ConsTituTion 
reporter to whom the lady was speaking. 

“Well, I have just reached home, I have 
been to the island some time and was greatly 
interested in the story, but I did not get yes- 


terday’s paper, and don’t know what became 
ofthem. Do you know! think it was one of 
the most romantic elopements I ever heard of? 
Why I would have given almost anything to 
have been in Miss Reynolds’s place,” and 
the lady’s eyes fairly danced with surprassed 
excitement. 

“Why,” she continued, “there 
isanovel in that elopement. Many girls 
would give their diamonds for such an exge- 
rience, Justthink! There they are, man 
and wife, and yet not man and wife. Sup. 
pose either one was to marry any one else! 
Could they do so lawfully? Way, no! 'Twould 
be bigamy.

“And it Was then that I fell in 
love with him, and I have 
never regretted it. ButI’ll tell you the story. 
When the war broke out, I was a girl in short 
frocks and sunbonnets. My tather was then 
living in Mississippi. He was one of the 
largest planters in the state, and was very 
wealthy. We lived on the river,a few miles 
below Memphis. My father was an old line 
whig. Yousee I know something of the poli- 
tics of those days—and as such, of course, 
was opposed to secession. This 
naturally proved the source of # 
great annoyance to him, as he was constantly 
being called @ union man or being begged to 
take sides with the confederacy, but he re- 
mained firm to his convictions. Naturally his 
sympathies were more with the south, but he 
did not want to see the union dissolved. He 
was always kind to the soldiers in the gray, 
and their wives and children were bountifully 
fed by him. His great wealth enabled him to 
do more good for the south by giving its peo- 
pie—menp, women and children—clothing and 
provisions than by taking an active part in 
the war.’’ ° 

“Yes, but the story. The man in black whom 
you named,” exclaimed the reporter, impa- 
tiently. 

“Oh, yes, Iam coming to that. What I 
have told you was the vreface to the roman- 
tic novel I am going to give you. In the lat- 
ter partof ‘(0 my father sold his plantation 
and negroes,and packfng up our plate and val- 
uables, moved us all to Memphis, and it was 


here that I first met the gentleman 
who enlisted under my ban- 
ner, and who has ever been faithful 


to the cause he then espoused, but this was 
not until the closing years of the war. Da- 
ring the latter part of thestrugglethe country 
round about Memphis was infested with guer- 
rillas funder the ieadership of Forrest, who 
harrassed the people to such an extent that it 
was necessary for them to seek protection in 
Memphis, which wasthen under the command 
of the fcderal general, Washburn. The latter 
frequently sent out scouting parties in search 
of the bushwhackers, and the country people, 
especially those thought te be southern sympa- 
thizers, suffered greatly at their hands, My 
father bitterly denounced this guerrilla mode 
of warfare, but at the same timeif any one of 
Forrest’s men was lucky enongh to enter Mem- 
phis in disguise he made straight for our 
house, and was provided with what- 
ever he needed. This was known, too, to Gen- 
eral Washburn and his officers, and it has al- 
ways been a puzzle to me how father escaped 
arrest at their hands; but I suppose it was 
due to his benevolence to the needy of all 
classes, One night, just as the house was shut 
up, preparatory to the inmates retiring, a loud 
knocking was heard at the kitchen door, which 
so frightened the servants we had retained that 
they all rusned to placesof hiding. Some 
secreted themselves in closets. and others un- 
der beds. The knocking was repeated until 
father went down to ascertain who it was, and 
what was wanted. On opening the door, a 
soldier, dressed in blue uniform, confronted 
him. Nothing was safe at that period. Rob- 
beries, arsons, and murders were the order of 
the hour; but my father invited him in, and 
took him to the dining room, thinking 
that possibly he was a hungry soldier in the 
yankee army. The soldier quickly undeceived 
father by saying that he belonged to Forrest's 
command, and had come to Memphis to take 
observations, and asked for shelter for the 
night. It seems that the federals had detected 
him, for while my father and he were talking, 
federal cavalry rode up to the 
bouee and demanded admittance in a 
loud tone. While those outside were clamor: 
ing to be admitted, my father rushed upstairs 
with the confederate soldier and hid him in a 
closet, the door of which was so constructed 
that it was almost impossible to detect it with 
the naked eye. Then returning down staira 
father opened the front door and invited the 
commanding oficerin. The officer explained 
that he was in search of a gierrilla spy, whom 
he bad tracked to the house, and asked per- 
miesion to search the place. Of course father 
consented, and the officerand four of his men 
andertook the task, while others were station- 
ed outside at the doors and windows. Their 
search was thorough, but proved fruitless, and 
after detailing a guard to watch the house the 
remainder rode off. After everything had 
quited down, my father let the confederate 
cut from his close confinement, and, of course, 
I methim. Hewastall and handsome, edu- 
cated and refined, brave and daring. All 
of this I saw at a glance, ahd during 
the two days he remained in our 
house I found that he was good and pure, just 
such a man as heistoday. Father knew that 
my husband—lI mean the guerilla spy who af- 
terwards became my husbande—could not es- 
cape, for the house was being closely watvhed, 
and he knew that the soldiers would come 
back and search again.

Some lamp black and burnt 
cork were procured, and his face, neck, hands 
and arms were made as black as the 
blackeet negro’s. Then a suit of 
livery was given bim which he 
puton. He was then assigned to the servants’ 
quarters to await farther developments, 
and here he remained two days. The

eadquarters where he wished to make his re- 
port, and it was accepted.

FOR THE READERS. 


A Negro Steale a Mule and Trades Him Of for a 
fivrse— fhe Mule is Ciaimed, but the Horse is 
Not Found—Patrolmen Stroud’s Wa‘er- 
melon—Ceptain Manley Returns. 


Chambers, the livery man, on Hunter street, 
at Forsyth street, has fallen a victim to a cun- 
ning and careful horse thief, 

The thief is well known and will be ar- 
rested. : 

Day before yesterday Ed, Woo, a negro 
man, well known to the Atlanta polics force, 
was near Marietta, and went to a negro with 
whom he was well acquainted and hired a 
mule to ride nine miles, promising to be back 
by noon. It wasearly in the morning when 
Wood started off on the mule, and he had 
abundant time to return within the specified 
time, but he failed todo so, About the mid- 
die of the afternoon the darky from 
whom he hired the mule began to grow 
uneasy, and when dark came and his mule was 
still away, he began to suspect that Wood had 
skipped out. 

Ana he was right. 

Im mediately after stealing the mule, Wood 
headed him toward Atlanta, and without 
‘wasting time came on to thecity. The mule 
was a gocd traveler, and was, besides that, a 
good mule, Soon after reaching the city Wood 
went to Chambers’s stable, and bantering the 
livery man for a trade was quickly accommo- 
dated, and in a short time found himself the 
possessor of a bay mare with three white feet. 
The mare was a tricky animal that does not 
take kindly tostrangers, but Wood did notseem 
to mind this fact and rode away. Mr. Cham- 
bers soon found that he had a good mule and 
was fully satisfied with the trade, 

But just now he would like to renig. 

Early yesterday morning the Cobb county 
darky, from whom Wood hired the mule, 
arose from a bed upon which he slept very 
little the previous night, and finding that 
Wood bad not returned his mule, went direct 
to Marietta and called upon Pink Stephens to 
whom he gavean accurate description of the 
mule and the negro. Mr. Stephens telegraph- 
ed to the police department in this city, ask- 
ing themto keepa lookout for the thief. 
Later in the day the mule was fouad in 
Chambers’s stable, and when Mr. Chambers 
became satisfied that the mule was 
the property of the Cobb county 
darky he quickly and grace- 
fully surrendered him and is now on the 
lookcu: for his mare. A description of the 
mare bas been booked at pelice headquarters 
and telegrams have been sent all over the 
country descriptive of the mare and negro. 
Thedarky can hardly escape,as he is well 
kn wn among the officers throughout the 
state because of his previous bad character, 


Physician, Cure Thyself. 

George Green, a large black negro, is well 
known thro‘ghout the city among the col- 
ored people. He is commonly called Dr. 
Green by his own race and by the white peo- 
sons who know him. Green has been in the 
habit of selling to the ignorant ones of his race 
bags, balls, etc., which he claimed would not 
only cure ‘-any illness but would 
bring good luck, secure an increase in pay and 
procure situations, He has been very success- 
ful in gulling his people out of many shekels, 
from which he has grown large and portly. 
Recently, however, there Lave been several 
complaints lodged against Green. His pa- 
tients have declared that the “medicine” did 
not produce the desired and promised re- 
sults. Several of these complainants have 
been asked to swear out warrants for Green, 
but all have declined,’saying that he would put 
aspell onthem. A few days ago, he victim- 
ized an old negro woman, who made a com- 
plaint to Mounted Officer Clark. The officer 
at once sought Green, and finding him yes- 
terday, asked him: 

“What are you doing for a living?” 

“l’sa doctor, and you knows it,”’ was the 
reply, 

“Then Jet’s see your licenss.”’ 

“I don’t have to have any.” 

The officer differed with Green on that point, 
and conducting him to police headquarters, 
booked a case against him for doing business 
without license. Green was unable to make 
the requisite bond and was locked up to await 
a tria] in police court this morning. Soon afier 
teing locked up, Green began groaning loud, 
long a1 d piteously, and when Stationhouse 
Keeper Buchanan asked him what was troab- 
ling him, he said that he was very sick and 
was going todie. He fSrgot that he was a 
rhysician, and begged piteously for one. Dx. 
\ an Goidtsnovan was sent for, and soon found 
tnat the colored doctor was not much sick.

The railroad company 
did not want it to get out, and it was kept 
quiet.. You talk about that fellow Catting be- 
ing in prison! Why, when I was out there it 
was generally known that there were two 
young Americans in jail in Chihuahua and 
they had been there then for over a year, and 
were still there when I came away.”’ 

“What were they arrested for?” 

“1 can’t tell exactly. I think though it was 
something about robbery. They were arrest: 
ed in Texas and carried over into Mexico and 
placed in jail and could not getatrial. Why 
they were not allowed to see friends, for I 
knew men who went to see them and were re- 
fused, Ill bet money that there are Ameri- 
cans in prison in Mexico who have been there 
for years and who have been given up by 
their friends for dead long ago.

TALKS TO THE TEACHERS. 


An Interesting Day at the Institute Yester- 
day. 

Professor Lane lectured on yesterday toa 
good andiexce, notwithstanding he had been 
placed first on the programme. His method of 
teaching geography is eminently practical. He 
makes the scholara map makerand experi- 
mental geographer. 

Professor Caldwell, in addition to his in- 
struction on algebra, gave a few good hints as 
to teaching dull scholars, 

Dr. Orr spoke with his usual clearness and 
earnestness of the relations of local and gen- 
eral, direct and indirect property and personal 
taxes. 

Mrs. Mallon began methods of teaching be- 
ginners to read. She uses word charts, 

Professor Glenn’s lectare was quite inter- 
esting. His account of the villainous spider, 
the mantis religioso or preying insect, 
and of the good natured dirt- 
dauber, which is really a wasp, and 
has a sting which it rarely uses, sounded 
likea romance. A little teaching of this 
kind would interest the scholars more than 
anything else and instruct and educate at the 
same time. The audience was more silent and 
attentive than at any time except when Mrs, 
Mallon was teaching them how to hold their 
breath. The introduction of science teaching 
into our schools and the teaching of the little 
ones to use theirown efes and ears in inter- 
preting nature is a great need. To do this 
the teachers themselves need instruction. 
Professor Glenn will lecture today on mason- 
bees, and also on “Ants and their cows,” 

Major,Slaton gave a very clear method of 
teaching multiplication. 

Superintendent Baker lectured on teaching 
children correct speaking outside of the mere 
learning of principles and rules.
